This is in response to your appeal letter, dated September 24, 2018, and received by U.S. 
Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE) on September 27, 2018, appealing the adverse 
determination of your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request by the ICE FOIA Office. Your 
original FOIA request, made on behalf of your client, Tim Blixseth, and dated April 17, 2018, 
sought (1) all documents that refer or relate to Blixseth, Aircraft Tail Number N650GC, and/or 
Yellowstone Aviation & Marine; and (2) all emails from any and all of former Director John 
Morton’s email accounts from January 1, 2010 through December 31, 2010 referencing: (a) 
N650GC; (b) Yellowstone; (c) Yellowstone Aviation & Marine; and/or (d) Blixseth. 

By letter dated August 16, 2018, the ICE FOIA Office issued a final response letter, advising that a 
search of the ICE Office of the Director and ICE Homeland Security Investigations (HSI) had been 
conducted. As a result of these searches, 357 pages of responsive records were located and 
produced to you in their entirety. You have appealed the adequacy of the search. 

Upon a complete review of the administrative record and the search documentation, ICE has 
determined that a new search(s), or modifications to the existing search(s), could be made. ICE is 
therefore remanding your appeal to the ICE FOIA Office for processing and re-tasking to the 
appropriate agency/office(s) to obtain any responsive documents.
